Construction is Being Rapidly Pushed 
Ferward, Completion this Fajl 


t* 
Splendid progress is being made 
with the Edinonton jail, in the north 


east corner of the town, about a wile 


- from the majn street. 


The property has been weil drjed by 
the construction of over nine hundred 
feet of drajns. 

Construction weitk has been almosi 
at a standstjll this week, as the con- 
tractors are wajting on the arrival 
ef jcon structural work from Winni- 
peg. This material will be here in a 
day or two and the work will again 
be rushed with all possible speed, Up- 
wards of seventy mea have been en- 
gaged on the jajl 
this large force of men wiil push tix 
work along at a good rate. Alihough 
the contractors, Messrs. May ani 
Copp, have until June Ist of nexi 
year to complete the contract they 
expect to have the reof on the bujid- 
jog this fall and a good part of the 
finishing work completed. 

A very jaterestinzg part of the con- 
struction work at the jail is the mak- 
ing of the concrete blocks, which are 
to be used for the ljateis, cells, cell- 
fronts, etc. Thess are moulded jnio 
all sorts of shapes and sizes, accord- 
ing to the use to which they are to 
ke put. An especjally good quality 
of blocks are bejng turned out. 

The basement .walls are now com- 
ple‘ed and work starts immediately 
on the ground fleor. Over eight hun- 
dred thousand brjcks are being used 
jn the sonstruciion of the jail, and 
wast piles of brick, sand, gravel are 
in evidence. It is estimated that ov- 
er twelve hundred barrels of cement 
will be used. 

The entrance to the jail is from the 
west, three hundred fect back from 
the read. A well has been eonstrucst- 
ed about thiriy feet from the jail 
which is filty-two feet desp. An en- 
gine pumps the water trom the well 
to 2 sixteen foot tank sect @p from 
the ground. From here it is distrib- 
uted by hose to the djfferent parts 
of the building where needed. The 
engine is also used to furnish power 
to drive a small saw to cut lumber 
up into the required lengths. 

The bujiding will consist of a base- 
ment, ground floor, first floor and at- 
tic, and will be 114 feet by 68 feet 
by 48 feet, The

basement wilJl consist of one section { 


contajning fourteen cells and another 
part jn which will be situated a laun- 
dry room, boiler room, jailer’s cellar, 
a daily store room and three Winter 
store rooms. Off the basement and to 
the rear are situated the coal bins 
and acetylene zas gencrating room. 
In the basement are two double-bar- 
red punishment cells. On the ground 
fioor are other fourteen cells and jn 
ancther section of this floor are a 
library room, kitchen, suvard 7oom, 
Jajler’s office, and a Jarge store room. 
Fourteen sdditiona) cells are situated 
‘on the first floor or third storey. 
There are a kitchen, dining room and 
parlor for the Jailer’s use and large 
workrooms for the inale and female 
prisoners. In the attic are four bed- 
rooms and a large store room. There 
are forty-two cells altogether, Twen- 
ty-one of these are for convicted male 
prisoners, seven for male prisoners 
séven for male prisoners awailing 
trjal, seven for female prisoners © q..
